In general we want to clean the area of litter by picking out trash from bushes, under benches and scraping gum off the sidewalks and 
sweeping to the curb. Scoop trash into bags and place trash bags at street corners. Please access water sources and indicate on map. 


Responsibilities 
Seeing that volunteers are safe. 
Access your area 
Prioritize cleaning 
Litter 
Gum scraping 
Sweep 
Assign tasks-keep in mind the physical abilities of volunteers 
For example, if area has lots of gum on sidewalk, scraping gum might be the first task that most everyone is doing. 
Sweepers 
Baggers 
Safety monitors-to ensure the safety of the volunteers and warning pedestrians 
Inventory equipment 
Do you have the right equipment for the tasks? 
Do you have enough equipment? 
Be sure that the equipment is properly returned?
